President-Elect Forecasts 
‘More Quality For Students’

After winning last Friday’s 
run-off election for the ASSAC 
Presidency, Cliff Pierce forcast- 
ed for next fall, ‘“‘more events 
with quality.

Located in the structures of 
A-Building a bi-lingual computer 
resides. Master of this work of 
automation is Thomas Wright, 
Santa Ana College computer sci- 
ence instructor. 


Wright has taken upon the 
task of teaching a data process- 
ing machine Spanish. At present 
the medium-sized computer is 
about 6,000 words through its 
assigned project of translating a 


. 20,000 word Spanish dictionary. 


Inaugurated in the summer of 


1968, the project is moving to- — 


wards completion. Initially, 
Wright fed the computer a basic 
600-word vocabulary after tak- 
ing a course in computer opera- 
tion in a summer course. 

The tenses of verbs, a problem 
of even the most capable of lin- 
guists, does not present any pro- 
blem to the computer. ‘Each 
tense of a verb is translated as 
a single word so far as the ma- 
chine is concerned,” Wright re- 
ported to a Los Angeles news- 
paper recently. 

Actual translation is 
“one-for-one” word basis. 

“Since the memory disc we are 
using can actually handle 100,- 
000 words we can expect the pro- 
gram to translate other foreign 


on a 


languages as well,” Wright elab- — 


orated. 

Ultimately this will mean that 
the computer program will be 
able to encompass other langu- 
age translations. This would in- 
clude French or German into 
English, German into Spanish, 
French into German, and others 
according to the requirements. 

Wright uses magazines and 
Spanish language newspapers in 
addition to the University of Chi- 
cago’s Spanish-English, English- 
Spanish Dictionary for his basic 
research work. 

The magazines and newspapers 
are used because “they provide 
us with the clues as to the most 
used and popular words: the 
words actually used in conversa- 
tion and day-to-day writing,’ 
Wright explained. 

The computer can even now 
easily out-distance the best lin- 
guists with its five words a sec- 
ond translation speed. 

When a word comes up that is 
not in the vocabulary, it leaves 
a blank spot on the page. Then 
the machine reports in writing 
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through its console—a typewriter 
like hook-up—what the machine 
is finding to say in its memory 
bank. 

The computer | speed may be 
slowed down in the future as 
idiomatic phrases are added to its 
vocabulary, the instructor relat- 
ed. At the start five-word idioms 
will be put in the machine’s mem.

Awaits Approval 


Changes in the Artist Drama 
Series and summer programs 
mark the tentative Associated 
Students Budget for 1966-’67, 
according to ASSAC President 
Mike Fancher. 


The budget committee headed 
by Commissioner of Finance 
Sheila Enfinger, is scheduled to 
finish plans on the fiscal layout 
today. This being done, the bud- 
get would be forwarded to the 
Associated Students Senate and 
Cabinet for approval before June 
30. 


DRAMA CUT 


The biggest cut from this 
year’s budget came in the area 
of drama which saw a reduction. 
from $7,200 to $3,000. However 
this was offset by a raise from 
$825 to $2,400 in the assemblies 
and rallies account. 


“The idea here,” explains Fan- 
cher, “is to offer a number of 
intellectually stimulating speak- 
ers for a combined afternoon as- 
sembly and evening performance, 
instead of the one big event per 
year.” 


STUDENT PRODUCTIONS 


“The $3,000 left in the drama 
account will finance the student 
productions for the year. These 
shows, three plays and one musi- 
cal, will run three consecutive 
nights instead of the present 
Friday and Saturday of two con- 
secutive weeks. 

The summer drama account 
was changed to one which would 
include various social events for 
the vacation-time students. The 
program has been given $900 for 
such activities as speakers, a 


Records Dean Posts 
Examination Schedule 


Those innocent looking exam 
schedules posted in the library 
have a backstage history that 
makes “The Infernal Machine” 
look simple by comparison. 


Condensed into three concise 
pages of classes and times are 
eight years of effort and imagi- 
native thinking on the part of 
George Herron, dean of instruc- 
tion. 


“Originally, the exam schedul- 
es listed every class and the 
times for examination,’’ Herron 
explained. “But each year we 
add more new classes to the 
curriculum, until this year an 
exam schedule like that would 
have been far too bulky.” 

Herron, retaining the main re- 
sponsibility for setting final 
exam schedules, initiated the new 
system last fall. “Designing it 
took 10 or 15 hours of concen- 
trated effort,” he mentioned. 


Along with the schedule con- 
densation, the usual procedure 


of two exams a day was changed 
to three because ‘‘there were so 
many time blocks we couldn’t 
squeeze all exams into six day 
periods.” 

In the process of fitting an ex- 
tra exam in each day, Herron 
had to cut the time of each final 
a half hour, room conflicts arose, 
and the possibility of exam over- 
lap cropped up. 

When Herron had finally 
drawn the schedule up with most 
of the problems he could see 
ironed out, the tentative lists 
were sent out to faculty mem- 
bers two weeks before general 
release,

An additional $1700 was cut 
from the yearbook budget to 
coincide with the plan to switch 
from an annual to a semesterly 
magazine next term. This would 
cover the cost of printing 2,500 
magazines per semester. 

INCREASE 

Most of the budget accounts 
were granted increases in funds, 
but few were given what was re- 
quested. According to Fancher, 
one reason for this was the 
$7,000 which will be paid to the 
Board of Education on = the 
$100,000 loan which the stu- 
dents borrowed to finance their 
new bookstore and cafeteria ex- 
pansion.
